and a spiel!, keen aud incredible as that of a 
raven. He could discover objects moving 
miles away in the far-off prairie, when others 
could perceive nothing but earth and sky 
and the rangers used to declare that ha could 
catch tlie scent of a Mexican or Indian at m 
great a distance as a buzzard could distinguish 
the odor of a dead carcass. 

It was these qualities which fitted him so 
well for a spy, in which capacity he rendered 
invaluable services to Houston’s army during 
the war of independence. He always went 
alone, and generally obtained the information 
desired. His habits in private life were equal¬ 
ly singular. He could never be persuaded to 
sleep under the roof of a house, or even to 
use a tent-cloth. Wrapped in htf blanket, 
he loved to lie out in the open air, under tha 
blue canopy’ of pure ether, and count the star*, 
or gaze with a yearning look at the melan¬ 
choly moon. When not employed as a spy 
or guide, kb subsisted by hunting, being often 
absent on solitary excursions for weeks and 
even months together, in tho wilderness. He 
was a genuine son of nature, a grown up 
child of the '.foods and prairie, which be wor¬ 
shiped with a sort of Pagan adoration. Ex¬ 
cluded by his infirmities from cordial fellow¬ 
ship with his kind, he made the inanimate 
things of the earth .liis friends, and entered, 

I by the heart’s own adoption, into brotherhood 
with the luminaries of heaven 1 Wherever 
there was land or water, barren rocks or tan¬ 
gled brakes of wild, waving cane, there was 
Deaf Smith's home, and there was be happy; 
but in the streets df great cities, in all the 
great thoroughfares of men, wherever there 
was flattery or fawning, base cunning or cra¬ 
ven fear, there was Deaf Smith an alien and 
an exile. 

Strange soul! he hath departed on the long 
journey, away among those high, bright stare, 
which were bis night-lamps; and hath either 
solved or ceased to ponder the deep mystery 
of the magic word, “ life." He is dead; there¬ 
fore let bis errors rest in oblivion, and his 
virtues be remembered with hope.

Afterwards, when Mr. n. travelied, he al¬ 
ways carried a number of tracts with to give 
to strangers in hotels, and in places where 
there was no preaching. And by one kind 
act which the pious young man did to Mr II. 
in giving him the tract, Mr. H. himself was 
led to do many hundreds of kind acts. The 
tracts aro Ihe aerd; the young preacher is the 
sower’; and the hearts of such men as Mr. H 
is the good ground on which t!»e seed of the 
word of God was sown. 

Mr. John G-was a teacher in a Sab¬ 

bath school. lie had eight little boys in his 

class, Mr. G-not only explained tiic 

Scriptures to his little pupils, but he talked to 
them a great deal about the heathen children 
in distant lands, who have no bibles, no Sab¬ 
bath schools and no one to preach the gospel 
to them. • The little boys loved dearly to hear 
about the poor heathen.

And 
after many years they were able, each of 
them, to count several hundred poor heathen, 
who had believed In the Lord Jesus and be¬ 
come Christians, and Lad joined those Chris¬ 
tians. 

Now this is bringing forth fruit unto God 

abundantly. Mr. J. G—-sowed the seeds 

of gospel truth in the hearts of his little sab¬ 
bath pupils. The seed sprang up and brought 
forth fruit. Six of them bdearne missionaries, 
nd went to scatter the sectTiu foreign lands. 
•They brought forth fruit, not thirty, sixty, or 
au hundred fold, but many hundred fold. 
Sometimes the seed, by the blessing of God 
upon it, brings forth fruit a thousand fold. 

It Lbby their frui t that.Christians are known 
They are known by the kind and quantity of 
fruit they bring forth, just as a tree is known 
by its fruits. You see many trees together 
in an orchard. You cannot tell the good trees 
by the leaves, or by the bark, er by the size 
of the tree. It is only by*the fruit. Some¬

Decisive Battles of the \7orIcL 

Tim decisive battles of the world, tbpse of 
which, to use Hallaru’s words,;a 

weratef -have esseiitraUy varied”? V •> cra¬ 
nia of the world in all its subsequent scenes 
are numbered as fifteen by Professor Cressay, 
who fills the chair of Ancient and Modern 
History, in the University of London. They 
are the grand subject ot two volumes by him, 
lately issued from Bentley's press, and are: 

1. The battle of Marathon, fought 400 B. C., 
in which the Greeks, under Themistpeles, 
defeated the Persians, under Darius, thereby 
turning back the tide of Asiatic invasion, 
which else would have swept over Europe. 

2. The battle of Syracuse, 41G B. Cf, in 

which the Athenian power was broken and 
the west of Europe saved from Greek do¬ 
minion. . - i. 

3. The battle of Arbela, 331 K C.* ia 
which Alexander, by the defeat of Darius, es¬ 
tablished his power ia Asia, aud by the in¬ 
troduction of European civilization, produced 
an effect which may yet be traced there. 

4. The battle of Metaurns, fought 208 B. 0., 

the Roinaus, under consul Nero, defeating the 
Carthaginians, under Hasdrubiil, and by which 
the supremacy, of the great republic wa 
.established. pg', 

5. The victory of Arminiu?, A. D. 8 , over 
the Roman legions, under Venus, which se¬ 
cured Gaul from Roman domination. 

6 . The battle of Chalons, A. D. 45J, ia 
which Actius defeated Atilla, the Hun,;the 
self-styled “ Scourge of God,” and saved 
Euiope from entire devastation. 

7. The brittle of Tours, A. D. 735, in which 

Charles Martel, by the defeat of the Saracens, 
averted the Mahommedan yoke from Europe. 
,f 8 . The battle of Hastings, A. I). ICOGjin 
which William of Normandy was vld&iiSjjtir 
over the Anglo-Saxon Haro!/!, and (fie result 
of which was the formation of the Anglo- 
Norman nation, which is now dominant, in 
the world. ,. / 

0 The battle of Orleans, A. D. 14211. in 
which the English were defeated, and the 
independent existence of France sc .‘urecL. 

10. The defeat of the Spanish Aranda 
A. D. 1588, wtiieh. crushed the Lopes of 
Papacy in England. 

11. The battle of Blenheim. A. D. 1704, in 
which Marlboro, by the defeat of Talk rd 
broke the power and crushed the ambitious 
schemes of Louis XIV.

The discovery is regarded as of great J many farmers are so negligent or so unskillful, 
importance in the book trade.— Commercial) that half the value of the hay is lost. To 

make good hay, besides the first requisite of 
having a good kind of gras?, the following 
points must be carefully attended to: 

1. The grass should be cut at the right 
time This, for most kinds of grass, is when 
in full blossom. Some kinds, as timothy, are 
said to be more nutitious when the seeds are 
formed, but even that may become too tough, 
if left to stand much after blossoming. As 
some kinds of grass blossom earlier than oth¬ 
ers. those that blossom first should be cat 
first. 

2. Try to select a dry time for bay making. 
Fortunately we seldom want a sun-shiny day 
in July. Yet I have known grass cut on 
Monday to be rained cn the same afternoon, 
and kept wet by successive showers all the 
week, so that when raked on Saturday, or 
perhaps, as a werk of necessity, on Sun¬ 
day, it was Tittle iF'Sny better thiuYstrdw. 
By attending.to the wind and the barometer, 
or other signs known to fanners, we may 
hope to escape such bad luck. It is often 
safer to mow in wet weather, than in hot 
sultry weather. In the former ease,, the 
weather is apt to clear up id time to cure 
yonr hay, bur sultry weather is often the 
precursor of a thunderstorm. - There is, bony 
ever, so little dependence to be placed on any 
signs of the weather, that the only safe plan 
is to iron- no tnofe any one morning than 
you can rake up the same day. Here the 
value of mowing machines and horse rakes 
is evident, 

3. The grass cut in the morning, should be 
turned toward noon, and raked into cocks, the 
larger the better, by the middle of the after¬ 
noon. Let the cocks stand two or three days, 
till the liay has sweated. If rain comes, and 
you have hay-cops,, cover your cocks, and 
laugh at the rain. If yon have no bar-caps, 
the cocks, il well put up, will shed the rain. 
Grass cut early in the afternoon, should bo 
turned, if ever so little wilted, before the dew 
begins to (all. 

4. Choose a clear sun-shiny day togetyour 
hay in. Open your cocks and spread the hay 
in the sun about three or four hours. Then 
get them in the barn as quickly as possible. 
If any part of the hay looks green or damp, 
throw that to the outside of the mow.’

minute, or 12.000 an hour, from onenegatire. 
The means by which this is accomplished is 
simple : the adaption of machinery to the pro¬ 
cess of printing by developement. The neg¬ 
ative is fixed in a box, together with a sheet of 
prepared paper, and the latter exposed by 
automatic machinery, to the condensed light 
of the sun passing through the negative. Af¬ 
ter each exposure, the paper is traversed uu 
derncath the negative to present a fresh sur¬ 
face for the succeeding impression. These 
motions, together with damping the negative 
into close cantact with the paper, at the In 
stant of exposure are all performed by the 
operator simply turning a crank. In taking 
200 impressions per minute, the time of ex¬ 
posure is but .03 of a second for each impres¬ 
sion. The condensing lens being seven inch¬ 
es in diameter, and the circle of condensed 
light about one and a half inches, the above 
exposure is equal to .63 of a second direct ex¬ 
posure to the light of the sun. If,. therefore, 
the machine were to be used for a large class 
of pictures, such as book liberations, a con¬ 
densing lens might be dispensed with, and

Sea Birds.—T he question is often asked 
where do sea birds obtain fresh water to slake 
. their thirst ? But ire Iiave i; peyqr itsat- 
^ isfactorily answered until a few days ago. An 
old skipper, with whom we were conversing 
on the subject, said that he had frequently 
seen these birds, far from any land that 
-could furnish them with water, hovering 
round and under a storm cloud, clattering like 
ducks on a hot day at a pond, and drinking 
in the drops of rain as they fell. They will 
srnul! a rain squall at one hundred miles, or 
even farther off, and scud for it with almost 
noonceivable swiftness. How long sea birds 
can live without waterisonly a matter ofcon¬ 
jecture; but probably’ their powers of endur- 
ng thirst are Increased by habit, and possi- 
hey can 2 a without for many' days if not 
or several weeks.— Wilson.

Whether it is or is not best to have yo*lr 
grass cut with a mowing machine, depends 
on many circumstances. The main advant¬ 
age of a machine is that it will cut yonr grass 
late in the forenoon, after the dew is oft', will 
finish a largo lot in two or three boars, and 
lay it so that the spreading by hand is saved, 
and it can be raked early' the same afternoon. 
Still, for a small farmer, who has no money to 
spare, it iVbetter to mow liis grass himself 
than to hire it done, whether by men or ma¬ 
chines. But il he roust hire it done; be pro¬ 
bably had better hire a machine, if his mead 
ows are smooth enough. 

As to horse rakes, every farmer ought to 
have one. A mowing machine is toocostly 
for small farmers, but a horse rake is within 
the means of all. By the help ofono, hay can 
often be saved from a coming storm. 

PROTECT T/IE LITTLE BIROS. 

If you wish to have faithful and able allies 
in the doubtful war you' will have to wage 
with insects, protect the litlle birds on your 
place. Permit neither your boys nor your 
neighbors to rob nests or to shoot the bird 
that come into your cherry trees. One nest 
of young birds will destroy in a season pecks 
of noxious insects.
